This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: one species from each of the following needs to be elected: 1 type of light 
emitting element from the following: fiber optic cable, electroluminescent material, 
chemiluminescent material, or LED's, and one type of attachment from the group 
consisting of: figures 3B, 3A, opaque arrow sleeve 9, embedding the light emitting 
element in the outer layer, or providing a clear sleeve, where if this embodiment is 
elected, having a clear sleeve provided, then there is a further election of species 
between how the sleeve is held on where one of the following must be chosen if the 
clear sleeve embodiment is elected: glue, or stitching used to hold the clear sleeve on. 
The species are independent or distinct because the subject matter of each diverges in 
subject matter and the multiple diverging limitations to various embodiments which don't 
have the same types of structures would lead to a burdensome search. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, at least claim 1 is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 
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Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which depend from or othen/vise require all the limitations 
of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species.
